SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication has a mix of articles, photo articles, word games and competitions, 
and advertisements. Within this mix there is a strong emphasis on photographs of 
naked women in sexualised poses. In a few cases these photographs are 
accompanied by text of a degrading nature, but this is of a limited extent and degree. 
The magazine contains about 14 pages of advertisements for sexual products and 
services, which include verbal references using detailed and sexually explicit 
language, as well as less detailed depictions of sexual activity, and photographs of 
women in sexually suggestive poses. The advertisements for sexual products include 
references which present school-age children and young people as sexually attractive, 
but these are brief in extent and undetailed, making for a low degree of impact. 
Consequently, their presence in the publication does not mean that the publication 
promotes, or supports, or tends to promote or support, the exploitation of children or 
young persons, or both. 

The magazine is easily accessible and likely to be made widely available, and is 
intended for commercial distribution on a restricted basis. Its intended purpose 
includes an element of sexual arousal. 

Section 14 of the NZBR Act applies to this publication and limitations on its availability 
must be reasonably justified. The Classification Office has taken the right to freedom 
of expression into account, weighting this right with a consideration of the way in which 
the publication deals with matters of sex, its strong emphasis on sexual matters, and 
the intended purpose and commercial distribution of the magazine. The Classification 
Office finds that the availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public 
good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies People January 11, 1995, as a restricted 
publication, namely:
